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The nine months of school year is situated in a much larger 
context: the history of the world from August 2002 to June 2003. 
This year's journey began close to the first anniversary of Septem- 
ber 11, 2002--and along with the rest of the United States, Andrean 
commemorated the day with prayer and respectful remembrance. 
The military effort to find and indict Osama bin Laden in Afghani- 
stan had been unsuccessful, but further terrorist assaults on Ameri- 
can soil were halted as security everywhere tightened and terrorist 
cells were found and dismantled. A new cabinet position for 
Homeland Security was assumed by ex-Governor of Pennsylvania, 
Thomas Ridge. 

While President George W. Bush pushed the United Nations to 
pursue a connection between Saddam Hussein of Iraq and terrorist 
activity worldwide, the USA Space Program suffered a severe loss. 
On February 1, 2003 in the morning skies of Texas on its reentry 
into earth's atmosphere, the space shuttle Columbia broke apart, 
killing all seven astronauts aboard. The debris from the explosion 
was scattered over more than 100 miles, from Dallas to Fort Worth 
to the Louisiana line. Early speculation cited problems in the left 
wing as the cause of the disaster. The shuttle crew was returning 
from what had been a successful mission, the first for five of the 
two women and five men aboard, among whom was the first Israeli 
astronaut in the shuttle's history. 

In the wake of this tragedy. President Bush, with the support of 
England's Prime Minister Tony Blair but without U.N. approval, 
initiated a "preemptive strike" against Saddam Hussein in Iraq. A 


perceived refusal on the part of Hussein to destroy his country's 
weapons of mass destruction was given as the reason for the 
March 19, 2003 bombing of Iraqi military targets and the eventual 
takeover of Baghdad. Once again, the person targeted was not 
found, but by the beginning of May, from the deck of the aircraft 
carrier Abraham Lincoln, on its way home from the Persian Gulf 
to San Diego, President Bush declared the combative part of the 
war over and assured the people of Iraq that their country would 
be rebuilt and that a government "of the people" would be estab- 
lished. 

In another part of the world, China was experiencing a pan- 
demic: SARS: severe acute respiratory syndrome. The World 
Health Organization said that the disease originated in a southern 
province of China, spread to Hong Kong and from there was 
transmitted to the rest of the world by air travelers. Many deaths 
in China and some in Toronto alerted the world to this emergency. 

As if to mirror the intensity of international affairs, the tornado 
season on the continental United States saw an unusual number of 
severe weather outbreaks. From May 1 to 11, 44 persons were 
killed in 296 tornadoes in Midwestern and mid-Atlantic states. 

Locally there was some good news: government imposed 
tariffs on steel imports brought some relief to the struggling steel 
industry; the bankrupt Bethlehem Steel was bought by Interna- 
tional Steel Group; and on May 26, Gary's own minor league 
baseball team, the Railcats, played their first home game in their 
new stadium in downtown Gary to a standing-room-only crowd.
